DRAFT RULES 


1 . Short title . - These rules may be called the Delhi Motor 
Vehicles ( Second Amendment) Rules, 1964 . After rule 6 : 23 of 
the Delhi Motor Vehicles Rules , 1940 the following new rule 
shall be inserted , namely : 

2 . Duties of Drivers and Conductors while crossing un 
manned railway crossings . - " 6 :24 The driver of a motor 
vehicle shall when approaching an unmanned railway crossing 
bring the vehicle to a dead stop and shall not cross or attempt 
to cross the railway track at such crossing unless he has , after 
alighting from the vehicle , made sure that the track is clear 
from both sides. 


Provided that where there is a conductor in a stage carriage 
it shall also be the duty of such conductor to cause the vehicle 
to be so stopped . "

The following Regulations framed by 
the Chief Commissioner , Delhi for the conduct of business 
of the Protective Home established under the Suppression 
of Immoral Traffic in Women & Girls Act, 1956 and to be 
run by the Sub - Committee of the Association for Moral and 
Social Hygiene in India , Delhi are published for general in 
formation , 


1. Short title. These Regulations may be called the " Pro 
tective Home” Regulations 1961 . 


( 3 ) No order of removal under the Regulation shall be made 
unless the member concerned has been given an opportunity 
to submit her / his explanation to the Association . 


2. Definition . In these regulations, unless 
otherwise requires :

context 


( 1 ) The " Sub - Committee " means the Sub - Committee ap 

pointed by the Association for Moral and Social 
Hygiene in India , Delhi for the administration of the 

Protective Home. 
(2 ) " Director " means the Director of Social Welfare, Delhi 

Administration . 


(4 ) A member who has been removed under clause (1 ) shall 
not be eligible for reappointment as member or in any other 
capacity of the Sub -Committee . 

6 . Office bearers of the Sub - Committee . - The office bearers of 
the Sub -Committee shall be the Chairman and Secretary . The 
Secretary shall keep a record of the proceedings of the Sub 
Committee and shall perform the duties therein directed to 
be performed by the Secretary and or such other duties as 
shall pertain to the office of the Secretary and not otherwise 
specifically provided by these regulations . 


" Employee" means a salaried officer or employee of 
the Sub -Committee, including a Government servant, 
whose services have been lent or transferred to it . 


7. Appointments and promotions. - (1) (a ) The Sub - Com 
mittee may make such appointments as are necessary to enable 
it to discharge its functions efficiently , o n terms and condi 
tions to be prescribed with the prior approval of the Govern 
ment, provided that no post carrying a minimum start of 
Rs. 250 / - and above shall be filled in without the prior ap 
proval of the Government, 

(b ) In making appointments of staff the Sub - Committee shall 
recruit persons according to approved channels, viz ., Employ 
ment Exchange and advertisement etc . 


(4 ) " Protective Home" means : 

a place where female undertrials may be kept in 

pursuance of the Suppression of Immoral Traffic 

Act , 1956 , and 
(bl a correctional institution in which women and girls 

rescued and detained under the Suppression of 
Immoral Traffic Act may be imparted such training 
and instruction and subjected to such disciplinary 
and moral influences as are likely to conduce to 
their reformation and the prevention of offences 

under the said Act . 
(5 ) " Government” means Administration of the Union 

Territory of Delhi. 
(6 ) " Association ” means the Association for Moral and 

Social Hygiene in India . 
(7) " Secretary ” means and includes the " Joint Secretary 

also . 
3 . Constitution of the Sub -Committee . - ( 1 ) The Sub -Com 
mittee shall consist of the following nine members including 
the Chairman , Vice -Chairman and Secretary . 
(i) Six non -official members to be appointed by the 

Association . 
( ii ) Representative of Finance Deptt . of Delhi Adminis 

tration , 
( iii) Representative of Social Welfare Directorate of Delhi 

Administration . 
( iv ) Secretary to be appointed by the Government on the 

recommendations of the Sub - Committee . 


( C ) If any appointment made by the Sub -Committee is 
deemed to be irregular , Government may issue orders of dis 
charge of such an irregular appointee and the orders so 
issued by the Government shall be binding on the Sub - Com 
mittee . 

(2 ) The Sub - Committee shall be competent to promote , 
reduce in rank or dismiss any employee of the Sub - Com 
mittee . All appeals arising out of promotion , reduction in 
rank , termination or dismissal from service shall lie to the 
Government within three months from the date of the order 
appealed against and the decision of the Government shall 
be binding on the Sub - Committee .

2 . The Chairman shall be nominated by the Government 
from amongst the non -official members of the Sub - Committee 
and the Vice -Chairman shall be nominated by the Sub - Com 
mittee .

4 . Duration of membership . - ( 1 ) The members of the Sub 
Committee shall be appointed in the first instance for a period 
of one year, 


( 2 ) When a person is appointed or nominated as a member 
of the Sub -Committee by virtue of an office or appointment 
he / she holds, his /her membership of the Sub -Committee shall 
terminate when he / she ceases to hold the office appointment. 


( 3 ) The powers to create new appointments vested in the 
the Sub -Committee under these regulations shall be subject 
only to : 
(a ) the limitations attaching to the powers of that Sub 

Committee to enter into contracts and to make ap 

pointments , and 
( b ) the existence of budget provision . 
(4) The grant of leave , pay and allowances to employees 
of the Sub - Committee who are not Government servants , 
shall be regulated by the Sub -Committee provided that in 
respect of officers engaged on contracts, leave rules , to be 
framed by the Sub -Committee , shall be designed with due 
regard to the provisions made by the Government of India 
for officers engaged on contracts under their control . 

(5 ) In exercising the powers conferred by these regulations, 
the Sub -Committee shall so far as may be , apply the princi 
ples of the Fundamental Rules , Supplementary Rules, Central 
Civil Services ( Classification , Control and Appeal) Rules , 1957 , 
Central Civil Services ( Temporary Services Rules, 1949 and 
any other rule applicable to the Government servant for the 
time being 

8. Meetings of the Sub - Committee. -- The Sub -Committee shall 
from time to time make such arrangements with respect to 
date , time, place , notice management, adjournment of its 
meetings subject to the following provisions: 
( a ) Ordinary Meeting shall normally be held once at 

least in every month , after giving 7 days notice . 
(b ) The Chairman may , whenever he/ she thinks fit , call 

emergent meetings , after giving 24 hours notice . 
( c ) Four members of the Sub - Committee present sha ! ! 

form the quorum , but no quorum would be neces 

sary to hold a meeting adjourned for want of quorum . 
( d ) If the Chairman of the Sub - Committee is not pre 

sent at any of the meetings it shall be presided 
over by the Vice - Chairman . If , however none of 
them is present the Sub - Committee may elect a per 

son to preside over the meeting on that date . 
(e ) In case of equality of votes the Chairman or the 

person presiding for the time being shall have a 

casting vote . 
(f ) A copy of proceedings of every meeting of the Sub 

Committee shall be forwarded to the Director for 
record . 


(3 ) Resignation of membership shall be tendered to the 
Secretary and shall not take effect until it has been accepted 
by the Sub - Committee . 


(4 ) Any vacancy in membership of the Sub -Committee caused 
by any of the reasons mentioned or as provided in Regulation 
5 below shall be filled by nomination by the Association with 
the approval of Government. 


5 . Removal or suspension of a non -official member . - ( 1 ) The 
Association may remove from the Sub - Committee any non 
official member , who in its opinion : 


(a ) refuses to act, or 
(b ) has become incapable of acting , or 
(c ) has so abused his position as a member as to render 

his continuance on the Sub - Committee -- detrimental to 

the interest of the public , or 
is absent without information from all the meetings 
of the Sub -Committee for four successive months or 
in the period in which three Sub -Committee meetings 

were held , whichever period is longer , or 
( e) cases to reside in the Union Territory of Delhi, or 
(f ) is otherwise unsuitable to continue as a member. 
(8) resigns, or 
( h ) is convicted of a criminal offence involving moral 

turpitude: 


9 . Functions of the Sub - Committee . - The Sub -Committee . 
shall perform such functions as the Government may pres 
cribe from time to time. Such functions shall include all or 
any of the following matters , namely : 


( 2 ) The Association may suspend any non -official member 
of the Sub Committee pending enquiry against him /her . 


( 1 ) Maintenance and care of women or girls under trials 

in pursuance of the Suppression of Immoral Traffic 
Act , 1956 . 
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(5 ) All money at the disposal of the Sub -Committee , with 
the exception of petty cash and all money placed in fixed 
deposits or invested in accordance with the provisions here 
inafter contained , shall be paid into that account, 


( 2 ) Admission to the Protective Home of such women 

and girls rescued and detained under the Suppression 
of Immoral Traffic in Women and Girls Act and 
providing them with shelter and training education 
and industrial to make them useful members of the 

Society and rehabilitation after release ; 
Provided that the Government may, if it thinks fit 

transfer any girl or women to the Protective Home 

from any other Institution under its control . 
10 . Inspection . - ( 1 ) As and when necessary , the Delhi 
Administration shall depute any official for inspection of the 
Protective Home and shall issue such instructions in the 
matter as deemed fit. 

(2) Quarterly expenditure statements shall be furnished to 
the Delhi Administration , 


14 . Expenditure sanction .- ( 1) The Secretary shall have the 
power to sanction expenditure on a miscellaneous and contin 
gent nature up to an amount not exceeding Rs. 200 / in each 
case . He shall also have the power to sanction expenditure 
on cach case of a miscellaneous and contingent nature exceed 
ing Rs. 200 / - but not exceeding Rs. 500 / - subject to the 
approval of the Chairman . This shall be subject to the 
condition that budget provisions exists and approval of the 
Sub - Committee to such expenditure will be obtained at its 
next meeting or subsequent meeting . 


( 2 ) The Chairman shall have the power to sanction expen 
diture of a miscellaneous and contingent nature up to an 
amount not exceeding Rs. 1 , 000 / - in each case subject to the 
condition mentioned in clause ( 1 ) above. 


( 3 ) The Sub -Committee shall have the power to sanction 
expenditure on the creation of any post on a pay not exceed 
ing Rs. 250 / - per month excluding allowances . 


11. Contracts. ( 1 ) The drafts of all contracts involving 
consideration exceeding Rs. 2 ,500 / - shall be submitted to 
the Government Pleader, for his advice as to the correctness 
of their form . Such contracts shall be under the seal of 
the Sub -Committee and will require the sanction of the Sub 
Committee before their execution . The contracts or agree 
ment shall be signed by the Chairman and the Secretary . 

(2 ) Neither the Chairman nor the Secretary nor any mem 
ber of the Sub -Committee shall be personally liable for any 
assurance of contract made under these regulations and any 
liability arising under such assurance or contracts shall be 
discharged from the money at the disposal of the Sub - Com 
mittee . 


Provided that no expenditure shall be incurred on a new 
scheme, or opening of a training Centre or Annexie without 
the prior approval of the Government. 

( 4 ) Expenditure in excess of the net appropriation for the 
year under each primary unit shall require the sanction of 
the Government . 


( 3 ) Save with the previous sanction of the Government no 
remuneration other than travelling allowance and halting 
allowance , shall be paid to any member of the Sub -Committee , 
on account of his / her service as such except that in the case 
of Government Servants who are members of the Sub - Com 
mittee , the T . A . and halting allowance will be paid by 
Government under the normal rules . 


( 4 ) A member of the Sub - Committee who is not Govern 
ment servant, shall be entitled to draw in respect of any 
journey performed for the purpose of attending a meeting 
of the Sub - Committee , such travelling allowance or halting 
allowance as is admissible to non -official members on Ad . 
visory Committees of Government, 

12 . Budget. - ( 1) The Sub - Committee shall submit not later 
than the 31st August, each year its budget for the next year 
and Revised as well as the Supplementary estimates for that 
year for the sanction of the Government 


15 . Accounts and Audit . - ( 1 ) The accounts of the Sub 
Committee shall be subject to audit and the Sub - Committee 
shall maintained accounts of all receipts and expenditure . 

(2) Such accounts shall be audited annually by the auditors 
appointed in this behalf by the Government. 

(3 ) The accounts of receipt and expenditure relating to 
each financial year, together with the auditors Report there 
on , shall be submitted to the Government as soon as possible 
after the close of the financial year . 

(4 ) The expenditure incurred during the financial year 
shall be shown under the primary units prescribed under 
regulation 12 (5 ). 

The closing balance for the year shall be shown at the 
foot of the accounts on the expenditure side. 

16 . Seal of the Sub -Committee . - The Sub - Committee shall 
have its own seal and also provide for its safe custody and 
the seal shall never be used except by the authority of the 
Sub -Committee previously given . The Chairman of the Sub 
Committee shall sign every instrument to which the seal is 
a affixed and every such instrument shall be countersigned 
by the Secretary . 


17 . Provisions of the Act and the Rules. - The Sub -Com 
mittee shall follow all the provisions contained in the 
Suppression of Immoral Traffic in Women and Girls Act, 
1956 and Suppression of Immoral Traffic in Women and 
Girls (Delhi) Rules, 1958 in respect of the Protective Home 
run by the Sub -Committee . 


18 . Alteration or expansion of purposes of the Sub - Com 
mittee . - Subject to the previous approval of the Government, 
the Sub -Committee may alter, extend or abridge any purpose 
or purposes for which it is established provided that it 
carries out the procedure prescribed in this behalf by the 
Government. 


( 2 ) The Budget Estimates shall include detailed estimates 
of the receipts and expenditure and anticipated opening 
and closing balances of the Sub - Committee for the ensuing 
financial year . 

( 3 ) The funds of the Sub - Committee shall not be appro 
priated for expenditure on any item which has not been 
approved by the Government under the regulations . 

(4 ) The funds provided in the sanctioned estimates for each 
item shall be deemed to be at the disposal of the Secretary 
who will have full powers , subject to any restrictions pres 
cribed in this regard , to appropriate sums to meet expenditure 
on each such item up to the amount sanctioned and provided 
for it in the budget. . 

(5 ) The Sub - Committee shall have powers to re -appropriate 
funds from one unit of appropriation to another provided 
that the total sanctioned cost of each item is not thereby 
exceeded except in the following units . 

( i) Pay of officers. 
( ii) Pay of establishment. 
(iii ) Allowances, Honcraría etc . 
(iv ) Other charges. 
Rent rates and taxes, Diet and feeding charges, Linen 

and clothing , Furniture and equipment, Postage , 
Stationery, Books etc ., Liveries to Class IV Staff .

13 . Funds of the Sub - Committee . - ( 1 \ The Sub -Committee 
shall bank with a bank approved by the Government. All 
funds of the Sub -Committee shall be paid in the Sub -Com 
mittee s current account and shall be operated jointly by 
the Secretary and the Chairman of the Sub -Committee .
